There is no public access although access via an old dirt
road is possible under difficult conditions.

Goose Pond provides suitable habitat for warm water fish.
- Management should be for those species presently inhabiting
the pond.

An occasional salmon or brook trout produced in the inlet
may be caught by anglers fishing this pond.
